Nanaimo Indignant. 

, An official report of the proeoedings 
of the public meeting, held at Nanai- 
nio on ^^'cdiiosday, appeared iu this 
juurual ou Friday. A winiilnr roport 
Avas duly forwarded, to the (.Tovorninoiit 
organ iu this city; but, instead of i)ub- 
•" lishing tho report and leavinf,' the 
public to form their own coiiohtsionK, 
it dismissed the iiuijortaut Hubjcct with 
a short jmraf^rapli, misstating the facts. 
Of conrfie it was too much to ox])Pot 
that the organ would admit into its 
columns the report in question, seeing 
that it is so well paid for concoalMig 
the trutli. With whose nionry is it 
paid V Tlio people's, as a niuttor of 
courne. Isn't it unconscioi iihly cool to 
use tho people's money for paying ;ui 
organ for closing its columns against 
the voice of the people and. throwing tlie 
shield of falsehood and hypocrisy 
around a Government that is wantonly 
tniirpling upon their dearoBt rights ? 
Ijoaving tlic worthy organ beforo the 
iiLipartial bar of public opinion, let us 
proceed to examine tho case of Nanai- 
mo: The public meeting, held on 
"Wednesday, was the largest ever con- 
vened at that town. It was the most 
enthusiastic and unanimou.s. Wlieu a 
comminiity exceptionally peaceable 
and contented are found meeting 'en 
masse' and unanimously adopting re- 
solutions couched in language of the 
strongest indignation, it may well be 
concluded that there is something 
radically wrong,— that tho provoca- 
tion must bo very great. In this in- 
stance such a conclusion is fully war- 
ranted. The grievance is not alto- 
gether new. In truth, it is the culmi- 
nation, 80 to speak, of a long series of 
■wrongs. Nanaimo has, with remark- 
able equanimity, endured a course of 
ill-treatment until she has arrived at 
that point beyond which forbearance 
ceases to bo a virtue. But the outra- 
geous policy of tho present Adminis- 
tration lias been the proxim.ite ca\iso 
of this eru)"tion of the volcimo of long 
smouldering popular indignatii)n. In 
the first place, the veiy important Dis- 
trict of Nnnaimo has been left destitute 
of even the semblance of authority. Ships 
have conio and pjone without anyone to 
enter or clear theai, or to collect oithor 
customs ilutieis or j)urt dues; bad In- 
dians and vicious whites have been turned 
loose ui)on ii jjeacuablo hut •wholly uu- 
protected community, and if tliey luivo 
been restrained from absolute outlawory 
it is due to a dread of Judge Lynch— cer- 
tainly not of British Justice, fortliat sennis 
to have taken leave of tho outlying Dis- 
tricts upon the assumption of ofiico by the 
present unscrupulous despoiler.i of the 
country. In tho second phieo, the miser- 
able pittance of four thousand dollars was 
set down in the Estimates as Nanaimo's 
share of this year's eipondituro,— a sum 
little, if at all,o\:coeding tho iiinount paid 
in road tuxes and trades liconsos. 
But, as if to add intiiilt to in- 
jury, the Government persisted in with- 
drawing a'uout one half of tijo whole sum 
from the District to which it was ajipro- 
priatod by a vote of the Logistatiiro, and 
employing it in the furtheranceof objects 
■which -wo would fain hope are not unjus- 
tiliable and corrupt in themselves; and 
then they mock the people by cullinp 
thom together to decide wiiether a ])altry 
fifteen hundred dollars shall he expondfd 

- on this road or on that! ts it any wonder 
that a people soused should meet en intisse 
and, iu pronounced language, condumn 
tho Govornniont? Not to do sounder such 
circumstances would bo to dis]>lny an 
amount of hobeiude unbecoming IJritons. 
Not to do BO ■would bo to encourage tho 
Government in its policy of arbitrary 
and outrageous Bjjoliation and wrong. 

Macpliersou on tlie Railvvay 

Senator Macphersoii liad given 
notice of a series of resolutions to be 
submitted to the Senate on the 
4th" inst., touching the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Charter. These 
resolutions are done up in 
eleven clauses and fill an ordinary 
ncwBi)aper column. Exchanges re- 
ceived by last mail do not ijring us uj) 
to that ilate, so that we are still with- 
out information as to the jirociso 
amount of damage done by Mac's 
eleven pounder. It seems tolerably cer- 
tain, however, that if anybody had been 
hurt, the telegraph would have told us 
of it. Consequently the subject lacks 
much of the interest it might otherwise 
possess. Tho resolutions set out T»ii,h 
the assertion that the two companies 
incorporated 1 ist year, or either of 

- them, A/ero com])etent and ready to 
undertake tho work upon tho basis 
sanclionod by Parliament, and that, 
under these circumHtaru;cs, the Kail- 
way Billnavor contemplated enqiower- 
ing the Government to do what thoy 
had done; that the Charter granted to 
Sir Hugh Allan confers ujjon tho Com- 
pany extraordinary and daugeioiis 
j)owersand ])riviliges that tho said Char- 
ter is defectiv(>, in that it does not pro- 
vide for adequate ca})ital nor require 
sufficient sociuity for the work'; that 
the power therein given to issue bonds 
is fraught with danger and may afl'ect 

■ most injuriously tho credit of the Do- 
minion; that tho liiLeentli clause of the 
Charter will have tho ol'l'uiit of serious- 
ly retarding the settlement of lands 

^along tho lino of railway. The re- 
maining sections we give inextenso. —

liiiini'cUnti' atirnKnlion iif the i liarl' r (,'ralil. ,1 in Sir

That 
I3oard ia now fully organized, having 
elected Capt J, A. Eaytnour to bo Chair- 
man and T. L. Stahlscliiiiidt, Esq., Act- 
ing Chairmiiu. Proper enquiry was made 
into tho circumstances counucted with tho 
recent stranding of the barque Aluiatia, 
and tho following resolution was adopted :

Editor Buitisu CouoNisr: — Poor old 
French Ned (Edward Do Champ) is duad.

The pri- 
soner is a good lookiiii,'- young man, 
coinplc'xioii fair, ciuito beardloaM, age 
about 20 yoaiv;, lu.'ight 5 ft.

The TroyoH library is— or, ns it is now 
said, wai} — one of ihericbest iu I'raneo, 
more cspeccially in rare manuscripts. 
A. liaruiaiid, who has been the 
librarian for thirty years, wns suspect- 
ed as long ns ten yoars ago of iiaviug 
abstracted ami auld many of the richca^, 
treasures of the colk'otion. Iu 18G2 
the Mayor of Troyos &\>point«dja com- 
mittee td watch his proceedings. With 
tliis comuiittco he led a oat and dog 
life, aud it is now alleged that although 
years ago thoy had tlieir haiidn full of 
proofs tliut ho syritenmtically robbed 
the library ,tli-(y were dciterrod till quito 
lately by local iulkienccs aud tho fear 
of aniistalco from openly accuBiiig him 
of theft.

Tlio prisoner, a little bald-head- 
ed old man of sixty-oight, resolutely 
denies everything, and fonces very 
doxterouRly with the questions put to 
hiflf by the Judge. Hai'mand, whp had 
but a poor salary of' less than |400 a 
year ns Librarian, was a lecturer in tbo 
Troves College as well. The Oourt,: 
from day to day, is crowded with 
his pupils who believe him inno- 
cent. 



EvsTERS BARiJ\.ni.iss; — ^Somo parts of 
the United Kingdom seems as bar- 
barous, the "Pall Mall Cruzotte" says, 
n their domestic arrangements as tho 
vestry-ridden metropolis of England. 
The newly appointed inspector of 
nuisances for tho rural districts of 
Aberystwith has, says the "Cambrian 
News" made two reports which reveal 
an almost ineoucoivnble state of degra- 
dation among tho jjeople. A large 
number of the houses are altogethor 
unfit for habitation, and these hovels 
aro terribly overcrowded, adults of 
both-aexes being luuldled promiscu- 
ously together. In one case sixteen 
men sleep ill eight beds iu two small 
rooms, and another instance four men 
occupy the beds during- the night and 
four during the day— the day occupants 
frequently having to wait until tho night 
men got up. In one place a family 
lives in a lint which is (ilso used as a 
(daughter house, Kkiii room, and but- 
cher's shop, and in another a woman, 
her grown-up daughter, a cow, a heifer, 
and nine fowls, occupied one room, 
which has no fire-place, no window, 
and no light or ventilation beyond 
that provided by tho door. Tlie 
"C-razotto" eoiiRidern it to be a matter 
for regret that models of these delight- 
ful habitatons of tho labouring classes 
cannot bo "laid on the table of the 
House for tliG insju'ction of members. 

A noted de.sperado known aa ' 'Wild 
Bil," who had killed dozens of men in 
frontier brawls, and was an adopt in 

tho pistol aud bowio knife, met his 
death a few days ainco iji Kansas, at 
the hands of a Tu.van, who liad ridden 
900 miles to fin.l liiiu. AViliiam had 
shot the Texan's brother souio time ago, 
aud HO the latter, as he aftorwards 
smilingly related, "out with his Dor- 
ringer and 'plunked' liim." Having 
settled "Wild'Bill in tiii-i iioat nnd ck- 
peditioiiB manner, the Toxan signiliod 
liis willuiguoss to alno pjay his respects 
to any uue who objected, and naked 
several if tlioy do.siiod to "take a hand 
in the game;" but the spectators de- 
clined with thanks, tlio ranger bowed 
and politely retired, leaving William 
to be buried bv the town authorities.

On a certain occasion the great teach- 
er Plato was about to strike one of his 
slaves, but "while his hand was in the 
air," he suddenly checked himself, 
still retaining it in its elevated and 
menacing positibn. "The poor slave 
after some hesitation ran away, but his 
master stood fixed to tho spot as if ho 
were a statue. An intimate friend hav- 
ing observed this traii.saetioii, asked 
the jihilosoplier what lie meant by such 
singular conduct. "I am now," ho 
replied, "chastising an angry man." 
He had jjostponed his slave's punish- 
ment, and was punishing himself for 
giving way to anger, Seneca relates 
that on another occasion this same 
slave committed some oH'onco for v/liieh 
Plato thought it advisable to adminis- 
ter corporal punishment, but being un- 
der the influence of anger, ho address- 
ed his friend Speusippua, who happen- 
ed to bo near, saying — "Do thou chas- 
tise that fellow; 1 am angry and might 
go further tliiin becomes me." This is 
the spirit we would commend. Tiie 
modern teacher, like his G-recian pre- 
decessor', should not inflict puninhment 
while under the infiuence of anger. It 
iB true, he cannot, like Plato, delegate 
bin ]jower to another; but he can stop 
his uplifted liaiid aud allow the C)Hcuul- 
er time to repent, and his own anger 
time to evaporate.
